Tiio second class, or 
go-betv.-eens, are very pleasant, oily ele- 
gantly dressed, and be-dianiondod persons, 
mostly Cubans, whoput up atour best hotels 
visit the groat watering places, lounge in 
the (;oi(?mc..' of tho opera, mark the time 
with their iioaviiy jewelled fin.acrs, and in- 
dulge in ojrtonta'tii'uisiy uttered "bravasf." 
"Our boat society" welcomes them as it 
does all other gaudy adventurers. 

It is in tlic wealthy but vulgar circles to 
which their Ruporficinl attractions and in- 
domitable impudence gain them ready ac- 
r.c.nf, that thoy pick up capital for tho trade. 
Confidence oiico ostablisliod, tho suliject is 
pkilifuUy introduced, speculative avaric^ is 
Aroused, and the man who swiudlos his fel- 
low creature in tho banking, Iirokeriiifr, or 
ether business, is very easily reconciled to 
|ho delinquencies of the slave trade. It will 
pay miignilicently, or at least it does sovfm 
i;aso3 out of ten, and tiiat is all ho wants to 
know. IIo is introduced to tho firnt elnss 
tho managers, and no;;otiatioii:i aro sonii 
closed. Tho contracts entered intn, thn\i;;h 
fraudulent in law, aro. without doubt an 
faithfully and honorably obporved as many 
Others that are invested with every leg.al 
Bolomnity. I know of two ladies now at- 
tracting admiration at a fashionable water- 
ing place, who itivestod in a venture of this 
kind not long ago, and as « result, h.ave 
augmented their banking accounts, one to
